treased mileage bill will pass 
the 


House. 
This docs not 
mean 
that 


there will be no pass legislation; on 
tlie contrary legislation of some sort 
en this subject is a practical certain- 
ty. 
It dues mean that no majority 


will be secured for any bill -that in- 
creases the amount of mileage to be 
paid to members of tliu Legislature. 


The bill which was given its quiet- 


us by the close vote of Thursday Is In 
tulI as follows: 


"An ac:l. to establish the mileage of 


members of the Genera! Court, and 
!o prohibit the granting of free trans- 
portation of members by railroads 


"Section 1.
